in his discussion of tiie changes 
at a p i'css conference, but “this 
. IS the way of total all-out war 
and the p rice of early victory.” 
Jndustrial “casualties” m

as inevitable as deaths on

battle field, he continued, “but 
we hop e there will be as few as 
p ossible.” 


Optimistic Picture 
In the most o})timi>tic p icture 
of war p roduction so far p ainted , 
by him, Xelson nevertheless re- 
' p orted that the 
over-all

navy and Maritime Commission 
estimated requirements—now for 
the first time “))relty well d e­ 
fined” — were "in some cases 
greater than we can p roduce in 
1942 and p erhap s even in 1943.”

Fscajiees Tell Of 
Japanese O iielly Fo 
Gapliv es Of New 
Guinea-New Britain 


SYDXEAP Australia, 
Ap ril 7— 
i.T)—Charges 
that the Jap anese 
killed their cap tives in cold blood 
on the islands of X’^ew' Guinea 
and Xew Britain were made to­ 
day in a statement issued offi­ 
cially at Port Aloresby, 
i he statement told the story of 
three Australian service men who 
>aid thi'.v were the only survivors 
of one group of U) officers and 
men who were trap p ed on X'ew 
Britain after the fall of Rabaul. 
The others, with their hands 
tied behind tiicir backs, were shot 
or bayoneted to death, it stated. 
Each cap tured Australian offi­ 
cer was handed a revolver and 
one cartridge and was ordered to 
commit 
suicide, 
the 
statement 
said. 
One oi the men who escap ed 
shammed death when a Jap anese 
off.ccr 
went 
among 
the 
fallen 
bodies to linish off the wounded. 
Bleeding And Numb 
The three survivors said they 
wandered, 
bleeding 
from 
their 
' wounds and numb from the hor­ 
rors they had seen, tor several 
days with their hands bound be­ 
hind them before they were res­ 
cued. 
(How they escap ed was 
unexp lained.) 
“Our hands were fastened and 
we were made up into p arties 
oi ten.” said one of them. 
“ Each p arty was taken into the 
jungle. 
ATy p arty was stop p ed 
after going a short distance. 
A Jap anese officer drew his 
sword and ordered bus men to 
lix bayonets. 
One Australian af­ 
ter another was detached from the 
p arty and sent into the bush with 
a .Jap anese soldier armed willv a 
bayonet. 
“Soon after, we hoard screams 
and wondered what was hap p en­ 
ing. 
Asked To Be Sho t 
“One of our men asked to be 
shot and this was done by the 
officer himself. 
“Another 
of our 
fellows got 
loose and dashed into the bush 
out the uificer caught up with 
him a*id ran his sword through 
iiis back, then shot liim. 
“APicr that several men were 
, bayonetted onl.v a few yards from 
me without being taken into the 
undergrowth. 
“Most of the Au."tralians cursed 
tlie Jap s and said, ‘You'll p ay for 
this when our cliap s catch you."

WASHIXGTOX, Ap ril 7—4X)— 
The War Dep artment rep orted to­ 
day that heavy casualties on both 
sides marked the furicus fighting 
along the Bataan p eninsula front 
in tiie Philip p ines, with the enemy 
continuing

cess" in rep eated heavy attacks, 
against the center of the line. 
A communique said that aerial 
tiie south coast ot Bataan was p ar- 
bombing of the rear areas and 
ticulaiiy severe throughout yes- 
terde^'. 
Anti-aircraft batteries destroyed t 
a Jap anese amp hibian p lane on I 
the water in Manila bay with 
horizontal fire. 
There was a two-hour enemy 
artillery barrage from the Cavite 
shore of the bay against Corre- 
gidor and E’ort Hughes, the de- | 
p artment rep orted, but no damage | 
and no casualties resulted, and :

Indian Leader Wants 
Lnily Of Stales; 
Thinks It 1 til po ssible 
Liider Co nsidered Plan

Britain made the first con­ 
cession in the critical nego­ 
tiations over Indian self-nile 
today 
as 
M oham m ed 
Ali 
Jinnah, 
])residenl 
of

IMoslem league, announced 
that the British government 
had agreed to ap ])oinl an In ­ 
dian as flefense mini.*^ter. 
Previously Britain’s take it 
or leave it p rop osals had in­ 
sisted on comi)lete 
British 
control 
of India's 
defense 
efforts. 
The concession came as leaders 
of India’s 300.000.000 still shied 
at full wartime coop eration with 
the United Nations, desp ite the 
fact that Jap anese warp lanes hav e 
already attacked her cities, and 
as signs p ointed to a new break­ 
down in the imp ortant negotia­ 
tions. 
Tiiere was no immediate as­ 
surance that the British conces­ 
sion would materially alter this 
p icture. 
On the American home front, 
Navy Secretary Knox announced 
in Washington that German U- 
boat attacks on ship p ing along 
the Atlantic coast had drop p ed 
off considerably last week and 
said the decline might be attrib­ 
uted to the navy's new p rotective 
methods. 
Knox also said the drop might 
be due to the fact that the Nazi 
underseas marauders op erate in 
waves. 
Anglo-Indian negotiations aim­ 
ed at mobilizing India's vast man­ 
p ower on the side of the allies 
were rep orted to ha\'e reached a 
critical new p hase. 
In an ap p arent ele\ enth-hour 
attemp t to p revent a collap se of 
the discussions, President Roose­ 
velt’s envoy, Louis Johnson, was 
disclosed to have been in touch 
with the White House regarding 
develop ments. 
Johnson talked anew with Mau- 
lana Abul Kalan Azad, p resided 
of the all-India congress p arty 
and with Pandit Jawaharlal Neh­ 
ru, p owerful former p resident of 
the congress, after Nehru had de­ 
clared: 
“We have remained united in 
slavery, and we shall remain unit­ 
ed in freedom.” 


Nehru’s Statement 


Nehru indicated he would op ­ 
p ose any attemp t to break up 
India 
into 
sep arate 
states,

might occur under

p lan, asserting; 
“I don’t know what the future 
will bring, but this country is one 
country.” 
The British government, throug’n 
its sp ecial 
envoy, 
Sir Stafford 
Crip p s, has offered India p ost­ 
war dominion 
status, 
with 
the 
right for individual states to se­ 
cede, in return for help in the 
fight against the axis. 
Under the 
p lan, Britain would direct India’s 
defenses for the duration of the 
war. 
Informed sources at New Delhi 
the Indian cap ital, said it was 
likely that the congress would de­ 
mand assurances that in a p ost 
war constitutional assembly the 
Indian states would be rep resent­ 
ed by p op ularly elected rep resen­ 
tatives and not delegates of the 
ruling p rinces. 


Anno uncement Wednesday 


Disp atches from New Delhi said 
Sir Stafford was exp ected to make 
an announcement tomorrow which 
would indicate the success or fail­ 
ure of his mission.

Pep p er p rop osed the measu res 
as amendments to the p ending 
$19 ,212,000,000 military ap p rop ri­ 
ation bill. To consider the amend­ 
ments, the senate wou ld hav e to 
vote by a two-thirds majority to 
suspend ru les which p reclu de leg­ 
islative amendments to ap p rop ria­ 
tion bills and Pep p er serv ed notice 
that he wou ld mov e tomorrow for 
such a vote.

time 
Senator 
O'Mahoney 
(D-Wy o) 
introdu ced . 
separate legislation which wou ld 
provide for 
federal chartering of : 
interstate corp orations, trade as- j 
sociations and labor u nions, limit 
union initiation fees to $10, re­ 
quire u nions to hold annu al elec­ 
tions 
and p rov ide for indep en- 
ennial accou ntings of u nion fu nds. 
These p rop osals 
attracted at­ 
tention since both 
Pep p er and | 
O'Mahoney hav e been adminis­ 
tration su p p orters on many issues. 
Desp ite clear administration op ­ 
position to labor legislation at this 
time, Pep p er two weeks ago came 
out for su sp ension of the 40-hou r 
week. 
O’Mahoney ’s bill, which wou ld 
require corp orations and u nions 
to op erate u nder federal “certifi­ 
cates of comp liance,” was aimed, 
he told the senate, at p rev enting 
“ the emergence of 
a p articu lar 
class with p ower enou gh by way 
of money or by way of nu mbers I 
to take control of the gov ernment ! 
of all the p eop le.” 
Cites Patents Pact 
He cited particularly the situa­ 
tion 
disclosed 
by 
the 
patents 
agreement between Standard oil 
company (New J ersey ) and the 
German chemical trust. His meas­ 
ure would require corporations to 
file with the justice department 
any agreements with foreign com­ 
panies. 
“ If we surrender economic con­ 
trol to a small group,” O’Mahoney 
declared, “ we cannot quarrel if 
political control in the hands of 
a small group directly follows.” 
The 
appropriation 
bill 
under 
debate had been made the vehicle 
for an attempt to curb wartime 
industrial profits. The house ad­ 
opted a provision intended to limit 
profits to six per cent of cost but 
a senate appropriations subcom­ 
mittee proposed instead a sliding 
scale. Profits would be limited to 
10 per cent on contracts of $100,- 
000, decreasing to 2 per cent on 
contracts of $50,000,000. 
This provision, on which no 
vote was reached today , encount­ 
ered opposition from both Demo­ 
crats and Republicans and from 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau. The latter told reporters 
that “ one good tax bill is all we 
need to take care of ex cess pro­ 
fits.”
